Mrs. Howard, a retired school 
teacher, said that som etim e later 
she aw akened to find the ceiling 
ablaze and ready lo Collapse. 
She 
said she aroused h er husband and 
then ran to a neigh bo r’s fur help. 
The fire destroyed the house and 
its contents but not until noon, 
when the ruins had cooled down, 
did investigating firem en find H ow 
ard s body. 
It was lying inside a 
door. 
Firem en said he evidently 
had been overcome by smoke be­ 
fore reaching the door. 
A house next door, owned by the 
Howards and rented to Mr." and 
Mrs 
Jude Layman, was so badly 
damaged it had to be vacated. 
According to firem en, the fire 
had started on the wall behind the 
auxiliary stove and was caused by 
the 
stove 
becoming 
overheated. 
I hey said the fire then evidently 
went up the wall to the attic and 
burned out the attic, causing the 
ceiling to cave in. 
'I(ital loss to the Howards was 
estim ated at $6,000. 
The loss was 
partially covered by insurance. 
Mrs. Howard incurred burns on 
Tier face and arm s but they were 
not serious and she is .staying with 
neighbors. 
A co roner’s jury retu rn ed a ver­ 
dict of accidental death by suffo 
cation and burning. 
Surviving besides the wife are 
a daughter, Mrs. Coy Rudd. and 
a son, Charles, both of Chicago, 
and a brother, Harrison, of Gol­ 
conda.

Gray Asks Aid 
I For Jobless; Hits 
Spar Imports 


! 
WASHINGTON, D. C. - In a 
speech before Congress Rep. Ken 
neth J. Gray (D) West Frankfort, 
urged his colleagues to give aer 
ious consideration to legislation he 
had introduced to aid the unem 
ployed. Gray has introduced H. R. 
10727, a bill “ to check the growth 
of unemployment by providing for 
Federal assistance to states and 
local governm ents 
for the con 
struction of needed public works 
and public im provem ents.” 
The 
Southern Illinois Congressm an a l­ 
so today introduced H. R. 10726 
a bill designed to aid the Southern 
Illinois fluorspar industry by pro­ 
viding for increased custom duties 
on foreign im ported fluorspar. 
Gray said the increasing am ount 
of foreign im ported fluorspar into 
the United States is seriously en 
dangering the United States fluor 
spar industry. 
He said his bill 
would raise tariff rates on im ports 
under certain conditions thereby 
assuring dom estic m ines a fair 
share o the sales. 
Gray said last 
years foreign im ports captured 90 
per cent of the dom estic market. 
Consumers can obtain im ports at 
prices producers cannot meet. 
“ My bill will save about 50 per 
cent of the dom estic m arket for 
the domestic 
producers thereby 
providing hundreds of perm anent 
jobs for our w orkers and insuring 
the survival of this industry so vital 
to National defense and Southern 
Illinois,” Gray said. 
He added 
many public works 
projects would get underway in 
Southern Illinois this year, includ­ 
ing highways public buildings, post 
offices, flood control projects and 
other public works program s and 
if his legislation could He enacted 
it would be an added stim ulus to 
this already approved program .
